What follows 
is his testimony before the Warren Commission, Volume 5, page 98. The questioner, Mr. 
Nankin, was the Commission s general counsel, he had been solicitor general of the 
United States:

Investigations, and In this Instance he asked that this Investigation bqjnade. I 
ImSedlitely assigned a special force(headed by the special agent in charge at 
Dallas, Tex. j to Initiate the investigation, and to get all details and facts con- 
cerning It, whlch v re obtained, nod then prepared 
t o the At torneyt^nejrgX ^president 
TirTKirSurTTrom your study of this entire matTel of the assassination and 
work In connection with it, do you know of any credible evidence that has ever 
come to your attention that there was a conspiracy either foreign or domestic 
Involved In the assassination? 

It is hard toofe..liovu that both th« attorney general and FBI dir tor do. not 
know tliat the President could have requested this investigation and it J 5 impossible 
to believe tliat neither knew how commonplace non-crimiiial investigations^ by the FBI 
are. Its investigation of the assassination of President Kennedy was file classi- 
fied under “administrative inquiry," for which the FBI's file number is 62. Of the 
several hundred FBI file classification numbers the very first is certainly without 
involvement in federal crimes :"1 .Training Schools. ..." 


it is during the period in wliich 
the FBI failed to investigate and preserve 
evidence that the White House paper-shredders 
were used to destroy records required in any 
nvestigation.
